Three Chilean military planes sped 
south today to check unconfirmed 
reports that 2,000 persons had been 
killed in the Concepcion area by 
midnight earthquakes which shook 
a 400-mile strip of Chile’s coast and 
shattered normal communications. 
Concepcion is a city of 77,000 in­ 
habitants 250 air miles south of 
Santiago, the capital. 
President Pedro Aguirre Cerda 
and several cabinet members de­ 
parted for the quake area on a spe­ 
cial train with 40 physicians, 70 
nurses and medical supplies. 
Many Houses Destroyed 
First reports said the majority of 
houses were destroyed in Renaico, 
small town 50 miles south of Con­ 
cepcion, and the railway disrupted 
in numerous places. Forty percent 
of Concepcion’s houses 
were 
re­ 
ported demolished. 
Early reports bad accounted for 
14 dead in the quake area which 
included Talca, a city of 45,000 In­ 
habitants. 
A radio message from the Chile 
telephone company’s manager, sent 
from San Roaendo 25 miles south 
of Concepcion, said that probably 
2,000 persons had been killed in 
Concepcion. 
Other sources, however, consid­ 
ered this estimate too high despite 
radio reports that three big fires 
were raging in the center of the 
coastal city.

"H E signing ot the Gerraan-Turkish credit agree­ 
ment in Berlin, granting Turkey a loan of $60.- 
000,000. represents another important victory for 
Nazi leader Hitler in his amazing drive for economic 
and political control of eastern Europe and the Bal­ 
kans. 
It means that he has forged another link In the 
chain with which he is trying to hind a resisting 
Turkey. And it means a further challenge to B ri­ 
tain’s influence in this area which she must control 
to safeguard her Near Eastern interests and the 
Suez. 
Actually the credit wa* negotiated last Grtobcr 
at th© time of the Ozeoho-slovak crisis, when Herr 
Hitler sent his economic squad dashing through th© 
Balkans on a trade roundup. Hi* super-salesmau and 
minister of economics. Walter Funk, drovd the deal 
at Ankara. 
I happened to arrive in the Turkish capital a few 
days later and mad© a discovery which spoke vol­ 
ume* on the relations between the two countries. 
Funk had offered Turkey a credit loan not of $60.- 
OOn.OOO but of double that amount—$120.000,000—and 
this vast sum had been turned dnwm although the 
Ankara government was far from rolling in riches. 
The answer to this was that. England recently 
had loaned Turkey some $72,000,000 and the Turks 
declined to play favorites by accepting a bigger 
grant from the Germans. Turkey was afraid of the 
oncoming German flood and. while she felt It would 
be highly Impolitic to refuse of Berlin loan altogeth­ 
er. was looking to England for protection. 
The great Turkish dictator. Kemal Ataturk. who 
died recently wa* anti-Oerman because of exper­ 
iences he had encountered in the World war a* an 
ally of the Reich. He had decided to make England 
his sheet anchor, having great faith in that country. 
About a veer a«o the Turkish foreign minister, 
Dr. Anis (who has Just been made ambassador to 
England) summed up the government's position 
thus: 
“ Britain may have lost a battle or two but she 
never lost a vital arar.

city. It Is like New Year’s Eve in 
New York and police continually 
caution the crowds to stay on the 
right hand side of the sidewalk go­ 
ing north and on the left side going 
south.

Prague Is replete with modern 
buildings of the streamlined vari­ 
ety. No space is wasted. Every 200 
feet down the local “ Broadway” 
there are huge arcades leading in 
serpentine fashion through and be­ 
neath the city. Shops, theaters and 
cafes start and end here. Movie 
theaters are three and four stories 
underground. Most of the pictures

Hollywood — American 
made pictures with

On the second floor 
of about every fourth building Is 
a cafe. Here, from early morning 
till midnight, the people come for 
a cup of coffee, pastries, and the 
newspapers.

The second would set mini­ 
mum wages and maximum hours 
virtually corresponding to provi­ 
sions of the federal wage-hour law. 
which became effective recently. 
In each case the federal law ap­ 
plies only to interstate commerce. 
The

would ♦fleet business and industry 
with no out-of-state connections. 
Introduced By W hetro 
Both bills were introduced by 
It*‘P. W. H. Whetro (D) of Law­ 
rence county. The labor board pro­ 
p o s a l . similar to a house-passed 
(Bfceasure which died in the senate 
fit

assembly, 
would assure employes the right 
to organize and bargain collective­ 
ly without restraint from employ­ 
ers. 
The board would be composed 
of three members appointed by 
the governor with the consent of 
the senate. It would be empowered 
to conduct hearings and order em­ 
ployers

"unfair’’ 
labor 
practices. 
The bill provides a maximum 
penalty of 15.000 fine and one year 
in prison 
for 
interference with 
work of the board. It calls for a 
HOO,#00 appropriation for expen­ 
ses.

ary for each board member, 
Would Assure 25 Cent Minimum 
W hetro’s wage-hour bill would 
assure
